Aruba’s own Sarah-Quita 
Offringa proves she is a 
double-threat world- 
champion 


For Aruban windsurfing 
prodigy Sarah-Quita Offringa, 
each year on the PWA circuit is 
another opportunity to set new 
records and enhance her repu¬ 
tation. Not content to be the 
youngest Women’s PWA 
World Champion in Freestyle 
for three years running, since 
the age of 17, which made her 
the youngest in PWA history, 
she decided to pursue the title 
in Slalom Racing, and after 
being ranked 3rd last year, ac¬ 
complished her goal during the 
Pegasus Airlines PWA World 
Cup in Alacati, Turkey. At the 
close of competition on Sun¬ 
day, August 15, she sailed 
away with the title of PWA 
Women’s World Champion in 
Slalom, after having again se¬ 
cured the top spot in Freestyle 
during the Sotavento Fuerte- 
ventura World Cup taking 
place in Spain from July 20 to 
August 1. 

Intense competition in the 
final Freestyle match in Spain 
against veteran competitor 
Laure Treboux had sports writ¬ 
ers describing Sarah-Quita’s 
performance as “inspiring.” 
Though Treboux “was on fire” 
during her semi-final match, 
and “upped her game” when 
battling against Sarah-Quita, 
“she was unable to match the 
power and diversity of Of- 
fringa’s moves. Offringa was 
awarded the victory to the 
cheers of the crowds on the 


beach after an amazing season 
where she was unbeaten on the 
water.” 

During the awards, Sarah- 
Quita demonstrated her gra¬ 
cious sense of sportsmanship; 
“It’s my fourth world title and 
I am really happy, I sailed a 
great heat landing all my 
biggest moves. It’s a great way 
to finish the year. I am really 
pleased for Laure, Yoli and 
Xenia- they are all sailing re¬ 
ally well,” she told reporters. 

From Spain it was on to 
Turkey for another ten days of 
competition to claim her first 
PWA Women’s World Cham¬ 
pion title in Slalom Racing. 
“Offringa took charge on the 
first day of competition, pow¬ 
ering her way through the first 
elimination and obviously en¬ 
joying the flat water in Ala¬ 
cati,” reports the PWA. On day 
six of the competition Karin 
Jaggi of Switzerland “sailed a 
faultless race in elimination ten 
to secure her place in number 
one and to finish the event on 
a high.” 

Sarah-Quita took second 
place in Turkey, but her overall 
performance this year secured 
her the points to claim the 
PWA Women’s World Cham¬ 
pion Slalom Racing, again set¬ 
ting new records and PWA 
history with two titles at the 
age of only 20.

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US firm fell short on Afghan 
police trainers: audit 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US- 
based DynCorps International 
failed to provide nearly 60 
percent of the instructors 
needed to train Afghan police 
under a contract with the US 
government, according to an 
audit issued Monday. 

The Defense Department 
and DynCorps signed a two- 
year contract in December 
2010 worth more than $1 bil¬ 
lion to train police forces in 
Afghanistan, requiring the 
firm to have instructors in 
place within a 120-day dead¬ 
line. 

Defense officials "reported 
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that the incoming contrac¬ 
tor did not have 428 of the 
728 required personnel in 
place within the 120-day 
transition period," said the 
audit by inspectors gen¬ 
eral from the Defense and 
State departments. 

The shortage "placed 
the overall mission at risk 
by not providing the men¬ 
toring essential for devel¬ 
oping the Afghan Government 
and Police Force," it said. 

The audit, which focused 
on the transfer of the Afghan 
police training program from 
the State Department to the 
Pentagon, criticized both for 
failing to create a clear plan to 
oversee and monitor the tran¬ 
sition. 

State and Defense "offi¬ 
cials relied on independently 
developed contractor plans, 
some of which were not feasi¬ 
ble and did not address inher¬ 
ently governmental tasks," it 


said. 

The audit comes amid a 
major push to train and ex¬ 
pand Afghan security forces to 
pave the way for the eventual 
exit of NATO-led troops after 
nearly ten years of war. 

The effort has faced per¬ 
sistent shortages of foreign 
trainers, with US officials 
complaining that some NATO 
members have failed to con¬ 
tribute enough instructors to 
the project. 

The NATO-led mission in 
Afghanistan aims to train a 
134,000-strong police force 
by October as part of a build¬ 
up of Afghan security forces, 
which are due to take over se¬ 
curity responsibility by the 
end of 2014. 

A Pentagon report to Con¬ 
gress earlier this year found 
that none of the 203 Afghan 
police units were considered 
capable of operating without 
assistance from foreign forces. 


Oil prices climb as 
markets rebound 


NEW YORK (AFP) — Oil 
prices surged Monday as stock 
markets rallied and the dollar 
weakened, stoking demand for 
greenback-priced commodi¬ 
ties. 

New York’s main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate crude 
for delivery in September, 
closed at $87.88 a barrel, a rise 
of $2.50, or nearly 3.0 percent, 
from Friday. 

In London, Brent North 
Sea crude for September 
gained $1.88 to settle at 
$109.91 a barrel. 

A weaker US currency 
makes dollar-priced crude oil 
cheaper for holders of stronger 
currencies, helping to stimu¬ 
late buying. 

The dollar fell against the 
euro after the European Cen¬ 
tral Bank said it bought 22 bil¬ 
lion euros ($31.8 billion) of 


NATO tankers set 
ablaze in Pakistan 


PESHAWAR (AFP) - Nine 
NATO oil supply tankers and 
a goods truck were set ablaze 
in attacks in Pakistan on 
Monday, officials said. 

A bomb exploded as two 
NATO oil tankers were enter¬ 
ing a terminal in Torkham, a 
Pakistani tribal town border¬ 
ing Afghanistan, and the 
flames also set three other 
tankers alight, they said. 

A sixth vehicle, a goods 
truck loaded with supplies for 
NATO troops stationed in 
Afghanistan, was also burnt 
in the ensuing blaze, Mutahar 
Zeb, an administrator in the 
lawless Khyber tribal district, 
told AFP. 

Zeb said that separately 


two more NATO tankers 
were damaged and a driver 
and his helper were wounded 
when militants fired at them, 
but the vehicles did not catch 
fire. 

Elsewhere, gunmen fired 
at up to 10 NATO oil tankers 
parked outside a roadside 
restaurant in the central Pak¬ 
istani town of Adda Moham¬ 
mad Wala, some 100 
kilometres (60 miles) west of 
the city of Multan, police of¬ 
ficial Mian Javed said. 

No group had yet claimed 
responsibility for the attack. 

Most supplies and equip¬ 
ment required by foreign 
troops in Afghanistan are 
transported through Pakistan.

Japanese gross domestic 
product shrank 1.3 percent in 
the second quarter from a year 
ago, less than half the average 
estimate, signaling the recov¬ 
ery is gaining traction. 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The United Nations is investi¬ 
gating possible theft of food 
from supplies shipped to So¬ 
malia to counter the devastat¬ 
ing famine that has killed tens 
of thousands, a spokesman 
said Monday. 

The UN's World Food Pro¬ 
gramme will "suspend any 
parties found responsible" 
working within the agency, 
UN deputy spokesman Farhan 
Haq told reporters. 

The UN has not given de¬ 
tails of how much food has 


been diverted. But the an¬ 
nouncement of the investiga¬ 
tion came on the day that the 
UN Security Council made an 
urgent call for governments to 
respond to a 2.4-billion-dollar 
UN appeal to counter the 
drought in East Africa. 

More than 12.4 million are 
at risk from starvation, accord¬ 
ing to the UN's emergency re¬ 
lief coordination agency. 

Somalia has had no effec¬ 
tive government since the 
downfall of dictator Mohamed 
Siad Barre in 1991.

Judge decides to hold Gary 
Giordano for an additional 
16 days

ORANJESTAD - Gary 
Giordano, the person of inter¬ 
est in the case of missing 
Maryland woman Robyn 
Gardner, who he claims did 
not return from snorkeling off 
the east end of Aruba, will 
stay in the custody of Aruban 
police for another 16 days. 
Police have stated that after 
not hearing from Ms. Gard¬ 
ner since her disappearance 
on August 2, they are “pre¬ 
suming she is dead.” 

The decision was handed 
down at the San Nicolas Po¬ 
lice Station late yesterday af¬ 
ternoon after 3 hours of 
hearing statements from the 
Prosecutor and Giordano’s 
Aruban lawyer, Michael 
Lopez. 

Aruban police are receiv¬ 
ing assistance from the FBI 
in Maryland in investigating 
Giordano’s background and 


Internet activity with other 
women. The Aruban police 
have a little over two weeks 
to build a case by accumulat¬ 
ing evidence from witnesses, 
surveillance video, personal 
cell phones, laptops, and 
other information. 

The police also ask for 
anyone who may have wit¬ 
nessed interaction between 
Giordano and Robyn Gardner 
while on the island or have 
useful information regarding 
her disappearance, to come 
forward by calling on Aruba, 
(011-297) 582-0695 to leave 
their tip and contact informa¬ 
tion. 

Giordano left the police 
station with his shirt over his 
head; his lawyer was not 
available for comment.

This is because on various oc¬ 
casions Aruba is one of the few 
nations in all of the Dutch 
Kingdom who have conscien¬ 
tiously chosen to remain in the 
Dutch Kingdom.

cient slaves, later recognized 
as a formal official language, 
now goes to University as part 
of a formal curriculum of 
study! 

It is no secret that Papia¬ 
mento has been struggling to 
gain entrance into our educa¬ 
tional system. Now that the 
University has incorporated 
Papiamento into their curricu¬ 
lum, our secondary schools 
should bear in mind that in the 
future the Papiamento lan¬ 
guage as a subject may be¬ 
come an entrance requirement 
for getting accepted into the 
University or IPA. This means 
that they will have to include 
Papiamento in their study pro¬ 
file. 

Papiamento in the curricu¬ 
lum of the University of Aruba 
will make students aware of 
the intrinsic value of Papia¬ 
mento in our community and 
of the socio-historic value of 
this language for us all. Study¬ 
ing Papiamento at the univer¬ 


sity level will also make stu¬ 
dents cognizant of the connec¬ 
tion between Papiamento and 
our culture. Upon completion 
of their university studies each 
student will be practicing their 
profession in a multiethnic, 
multicultural and multilingual 
society. The student will learn 
how to deal with such a com¬ 
munity of diversity of races, 
cultures and languages and 
with the importance that lan¬ 
guage plays in all of this.

Samsung to launch 
banned tablet on Dutch 
market 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - South 
Korean electronics giant 
Samsung will launch its 
Galaxy Tab 10.1 today on the 
Dutch market in the midst of 
a legal stand-off with rival 
US-based Apple and sales 
banned elsewhere in Europe. 

’’The Galaxy Tab 10.1 will 
be on sale from Tuesday” in 
a large electronics chain 
around the country, Tamara 
Villani, Samsung spokes¬ 
woman in the Netherlands, 
said on Monday. 

From August 23, the tablet 
will be available in various 
other stores, she added. 

Apple's lawyers last week 
asked a Dutch judge to ban 
the sale of three different 
types of Samsung smart 
phones as well as three 
tablets, including the Sam¬ 
sung Galaxy Tab 10.1. 

It filed papers before the 
Hague district court on June 
27, asking for an injunction 
and accusing Samsung of in¬ 
fringing on its design and 


patents. 

The court was expected to 
give its decision by 15 Sep¬ 
tember. 

Samsung's spokeswoman 
said she could not comment 
on how sales in the Nether¬ 
lands would affect the trial's 
outcome. 

"Whatever the decision, 
we can continue our business 
as planned until October 13," 
Villani said, referring to the 
date the judge would set for 
Samsung to remove offend¬ 
ing products from the shelves 
if an injunction was granted 
in Apple's favour. 

The case before the Dutch 
court is the latest episode in 
the battle between Samsung 
and Apple, manufacturer of 
the iPad, who have been pur¬ 
suing legal action against one 
another since April over de¬ 
sign rights. 

Earlier this month, Apple 
also launched legal proceed¬ 
ings in Australia against 
Samsung, accusing it of in¬ 
fringing its patents with the 
Galaxy Tab 10.1. 

A Dusseldorf court a week 
ago granted a separate injunc¬ 
tion halting the sale of the 
Galaxy Tab 10.1 across Eu¬ 
rope, with the exception of 
the Netherlands. 

Samsung indicated that it 
would appeal the decision. 


Taiwan facing worst ever 
brain drain: academics 


TAIPEI (AFP) - Taiwan is 
facing its worst ever "brain 
drain", with outdated laws 
and red tape causing the tech- 
savvy island to lose out to 
competitors in the global race 
to attract talent, academics 
warned Monday. 

"Should the government 
fail to adopt effective coun¬ 
termeasures to recruit talent, 
Taiwan may see its competi¬ 
tive edge in industry and 
academe decline gradually," 
18 top academics and indus¬ 
try leaders warned in a joint 
statement. 

There is not enough flex¬ 
ibility to ensure the luring of 
talent and the nurturing of 
creativity, they said, with one 
scholar labelling present laws 
as only "fit for an agricultural 
society". 

"It is no wonder Taiwan's 
educational and research in¬ 
stitutes have failed to recruit 
qualified personnel," the 
statement said. 

"They are barred from 


paying as much as their coun¬ 
terparts in China, including 
Hong Kong, and Singapore 
in their hunt for talent." 

Wang San-sen, spokesman 
for top academic body Aca¬ 
demia Sinica, said existing 
laws give priority to equality, 
meaning people recruited for 
government-sponsored re¬ 
search receive the same 
salary, whether they are tal¬ 
ented or not. 

Over the past decade, 
about 490,000 foreigners 
have been allowed to work in 
Taiwan each year. White-col¬ 
lar workers and technicians 
have accounted for only 
20,000 of these, government 
statistics showed. 

During the same period of 
time, up to 30,000 Tai¬ 
wanese, a great majority of 
them white-collar workers, 
have emigrated each year. 

"Taiwan has emerged as a 
'net supplier' of high-level 
manpower," the statement 
said.

Infants with autistic siblings at 
higher risk: US study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - In¬ 
fants have higher risk of de¬ 
veloping autism if they have 
siblings with the disorder, a 
US study found Monday. 

The risk that an infant with 
an older sibling with autism 
also will develop the disorder, 
previously estimated at 3-10 
percent, is 19 percent, accord¬ 
ing to the study by researchers 
at the University of California 
Davis. 

For male infants the risk 
was even higher, at 26 per¬ 
cent, and for infants with 
more than one older sibling 
with autism the risk of recur¬ 


rence jumped to 32 percent, 
according to the study. 

Autism, a complex disor¬ 
der that affects a child's ability 
to think, learn, communicate 
and interact socially, occurs in 
one out of 110 children born 
in the United States, accord¬ 
ing to the US Center for Dis¬ 
ease Control (CDC). 

Males account for 80 per¬ 
cent of diagnosed cases, re¬ 
searchers said. 

"This is the largest study 
of the siblings of children 
with autism ever conducted," 
said Sally Ozonoff, professor 
of psychiatry and behavioral 


sciences at UC Davis's MIND 
Institute and the study's lead 
author. 

"There is no previous 
study that identified a risk of 
recurrence that is this high." 

The study involved 664 in¬ 
fants whose average age was 
eight months, with two-thirds 
recruited younger than six 
months. The researchers fol¬ 
lowed their development until 

36 months, when they were 
tested for autism. 

Of the 664 infants, 132 met 
the criteria for an "autism 
spectrum disorder," with 54 
diagnosed with autistic disor¬ 
der and 78 diagnosed with a 
milder form of the disease. 

The study found that in 
families with one older child 
with autism the rate of recur¬ 
rence was 20.1 percent. Only 

37 infants had more than one 
sibling with autism, but for 
them the recurrence rate was 
32.2 percent. 

The study was published 
online Monday and will ap¬ 
pear in print in the September 
issue of the journal "Pedi¬ 
atrics," the researchers said.

The report released this 
week also shines a spotlight 
on the activities of Royal 
Dutch Shell PLC, which for 
years drilled in the area and 
which funded the report. 

The study, which focused 
on one small region of the vast 


Niger Delta and was com¬ 
missioned by the Nigerian 
government and funded by 
Royal Dutch Shell, found 
that drinking water in at least 
10 communities was contam¬ 
inated with hydrocarbons and 
that the contamination went 
as deep as five meters below 
ground in some places. Shell 
no longer operates in the 
studied area. 

Mr. Steiner said the report 
provided the scientific basis 
on which a long-overdue en- 
. vironmental restoration of 
the area, known as Ogoni- 
land, can begin. The report 
recommends establishing 
three institutions in Nigeria, 
including a cleanup fund, to 
underpin the restoration effort. 
The find would require a total 
of $1 billion contributed by 
the oil industry and govern¬ 
ment for the first few years, 
according to the report. 

Shell says the vast majority 
of the pollution in its Nigeria 
operations in recent years has 
been caused by oil theft and 
militant attacks. For its Nige¬ 
ria operations, it says an 
equivalent of 102,000 barrels 
of oil were spilled into the 
Niger Delta in 2009 as a direct 
result of sabotage or theft.

Disaster-hit Japan marks 66 years since WWII end

TOKYO (AFP) - Japan will re¬ 
cover from the March 11 
quake and tsunami just as it did 
after World War II, Prime Min¬ 
ister Naoto Kan said yesterday, 
the 66th anniversary of the 


country's surrender. 

"Our country rose from the 
mins after the war thanks to 
each citizen's effort and has 
overcome many difficulties 
until today," Kan said at a me¬ 
morial service in Tokyo mark¬ 
ing the day emperor Hirohito 
declared defeat, ending the 
war. 

"Given these experiences, 
we will certainly and strongly 
reconstruct the disaster areas 
and Japan." 

The anniversary comes as 
Japan struggles to recover 
from the quake and tsunami 
which ravaged its northeast 
coast and sparked a crisis at its 
Fukushima nuclear plant, the 
world's worst atomic accident 
since Chernobyl 25 years ago. 

Emperor Akihito, the son of 
the late Hirohito, attended the 
service at the Budokan indoor 
arena with Empress Michiko, 
and addressed the audience of 
more than 6,000 guests. 

"I remember the history and 
ardently pray that the tragedy 
of war will never be repeated," 
the 77-year-old emperor said. 

"Together with all the peo¬ 
ple, I express my heartfelt sor¬ 
row for those lost in the war 
and pray for world peace and 
the country's continued pros¬ 


perity." 

Kan and his cabinet minis¬ 
ters stayed away from the con¬ 
troversial Yasukuni war shrine 
in Tokyo — seen by other Asian 
countries as a symbol of 
Japan's past imperialist aggres¬ 
sion. 

The centre-left leader, 
whose party took power in 
September 2009, also refrained 


from visiting the shrine last 
year. 

Previous pilgrimages to Ya¬ 
sukuni by conservative pre¬ 
miers provoked outrage in 
China and on the Korean 
peninsula, where memories of 
Japan's wartime atrocities 
linger. 

Yesterday, more than 50 
politicians from the conserva¬ 


tive opposition — including 
former prime minister Shinzo 
Abe and current opposition 
leader Sadakazu Tanigaki — 
visited the religious site, wear¬ 
ing morning dress. 

Kan instead went to a 
Tokyo cemetery for the war 
dead and placed a bouquet of 
flowers at a memorial.

V\ferren Buffett says: 

'tax me and my rich friends' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Billionaire investor Warren 
Buffett urged US lawmakers 
Monday to raise taxes on 
wealthier Americans to cut 
Washington's huge budget 
deficit, saying the move 
would not dampen invest¬ 
ments or jobs. 

In a New York Times 
opinion article, the chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Berkshire Hath¬ 
away proposed a tax 
increase on Americans who 
make at least $1 million per 
year and an additional in¬ 
crease on those making $10 
million or more. 

"Our leaders have asked 
for 'shared sacrifice.' But 
when they did the asking, 
they spared me. I checked 
with my mega-rich friends 
to learn what pain they were 
expecting. They, too, were 
left untouched," Buffett 
wrote. 

"While the poor and mid¬ 
dle class fight for us in 
Afghanistan, and while most 
Americans struggle to make 
ends meet, we mega-rich 
continue to get our extraordi¬ 
nary tax breaks." 



Billionaire investor Warren Buf¬ 
fett urged US lawmakers Monday 
to raise taxes on wealthier Amer¬ 
icans to cut Washington's huge 
budget deficit, saying the move 
would not dampen investments 
or jobs. 

The man known as the 
"Oracle of Omaha" said his 
federal tax rate was 17.4 per¬ 
cent last year, while some in¬ 
vestment managers were 
taxed just 15 percent on in¬ 
come reaching into the bil¬ 
lions. He then noted that the 
middle class is taxed up to 25 
percent in its income bracket, 
along with "heavy" payroll 


taxes. 

In contrast, Buffett re¬ 
called "far higher" taxes 
rates for the rich in the 
1980s and 1990s, and yet 
nearly 40 million jobs were 
added from 1980 to 2000. 

"You know what's hap¬ 
pened since then: lower tax 
rates and far lower job cre¬ 
ation," he said. 

"People invest to make 
money, and potential taxes 
have never scared them off." 

Americans are losing 
faith with Congress's ability 
to tackle the country's finan¬ 
cial woes, Buffett warned, 
calling for "immediate, real 
and very substantial" action. 

A protracted partisan 
battle between lawmakers 
culminated in a last-minute 
deal on August 2 to raise the 
$14.3 trillion US debt ceiling 
and narrowly avoid a US de¬ 
fault. 

"My friends and I have 
been coddled long enough by 
a billionaire-friendly Con¬ 
gress," he added. "It's time 
for our government to get se¬ 
rious about shared sacrifice." 


North Sea oil leak biggest in decade: 
Britain 


LONDON (AFP) - An oil spill 
from a North Sea platform is 
the biggest in British waters in 
a decade, government figures 
showed Monday as Shell bat¬ 
tled to close off the leak com¬ 
pletely.

Around 216 tonnes (1,300 
barrels) of oil has leaked from 
the Gannet Alpha platform, 
112 miles (180 kilometres) 
east of Aberdeen on the Scot¬ 
tish coast, the Anglo-Dutch oil 
giant said. 

The estimate is bigger than 
the total amount spilled in any 
year in British waters over the 
last 10 years, according to fig¬ 
ures from the Department of 
Energy and Climate Change 
(DECC). 

The subsea well was shut 
on Wednesday and work is on¬ 
going to stop the oil remaining 
in the flowline from leaking. 

The current daily spillage 
rate is below one tonne, while 
the amount of oil on the sur¬ 
face is estimated at about one 
tonne, covering 0.5 square 
kilometres, Shell said. 

Both Shell and the DECC 


said they expected the surface 
sheen would be broken up by 
wind and waves and not reach 
the shore. 

North Sea oil production is 
a major industry in Scotland, 
centred on Aberdeen. 

As Britain battles to rein in 
its record deficit and revive 
growth, it is a key sector being 
relied upon by the Treasury. 

Mick Borwell, from off¬ 
shore industry body Oil and 
Gas UK, told BBC radio that 
Britain had one of the most ro¬ 
bust response mechanisms to 
oil spills. 

While the size of the leak 
was "not normal" for British 
waters, he said he was con- 
viced that Shell was doing all 
it could to tackle the problem. 

The estimated monetary 
damage is yet to be estab¬ 
lished. 


Netherlands gives frozen 
Libyan assets to WHO

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch government has given 
100 million euros ($144.5 mil¬ 
lion) in frozen Libyan assets to 
the World Health Organisation 
to distribute medicine to the 
Libyan people, a foreign min¬ 
istry spokesman said Monday. 

"An amount of 100 million 
euros in Libyan assets has 
been unfrozen on a request of 
the World Health Organisa¬ 
tion," Ward Bezemer told AFP, 
adding it was only a fraction 
of Libya's assets seized by the 
Dutch government in March. 

Bezemer said Dutch For¬ 
eign Minister Uri Rosenthal 
told a press conference re¬ 
served for Dutch media he 
was delighted to offer the 
money to the UN health 
agency. 

"I always say sanctions 
must cut off the regime and 
not the population," Rosenthal 
said. "That is exactly what's 
happening here now: Kad- 
hafi's frozen money is being 
used to save Libyan lives." 

Bezemer said the money 
would be mainly used to buy 
treatment for diabetic patients, 
medicines against heart dis¬ 
ease and provide surgical 
equipment. 

The aid would go to "Beng¬ 
hazi, Misrata and other places 
where the rebels are in charge 


but also to where the fighting 
was still going on," Bezemer 
said. 

"It was an urgent request 
by the WHO," added the 
spokesman, saying the Nether¬ 
lands used Libyan money 
from Dutch bank accounts 
after receiving the green light 
from the United Nations. 

Some 3.1 billion euros in 
Libyan assets were frozen by 
the Dutch government in 
March. 

The Netherlands, Belgium 
and Luxembourg in mid-June 
recognised the National Tran¬ 
sitional Council as the Libyan 
people's legitimate representa¬ 
tive. 

Dutch support for NATO's 
Libya campaign was extended 
until September 1, when a de¬ 
cision would be taken on fur¬ 
ther support, the defense 
ministry said. 

Six Dutch F-16 warplanes 
have taken part in enforcing a 
no-fly zone over the north 
African country since the end 
of March, but did not fly 
bombing missions. 

Apart from fighter planes, 
the Dutch warship Haarlem 
has also taken part in the 
NATO operation by patrolling 
Libyan waters and enforcing 
an arms embargo, the ministry 
added.

Spanish duchess lavishes children 
with wealth

MADRID (AFP) -One of 
Spain’s richest women, the 
Duchess of Alba and her chil¬ 
dren are content after she 
showered them with her ex¬ 
traordinary wealth, reportedly 
so she can marry for love. 

It was the first time the 85- 
year-old duchess had com¬ 
mented on reports that she 
split the lavish riches between 
her six children to overcome 
their objections to her marry¬ 
ing a civil servant 24 years her 
junior. 


Asked by Spanish public 
television TVE if the children 
were happy with the decision, 
she replied: "Of course, I am 
very fair. And since it is my 
business I don’t want to talk 
about it." 

Speaking as she relaxed in 
the holiday island resort of 
Ibiza, Maria del Rosario 
Cayetana F itz- James- Stuart 
criticised the leaking of her be¬ 
quest to the press. 

"I don't like it, I don't know 
who did it," said the aristocrat, 
whose wealth is estimated in 
the Spanish press at between 
600 million and 3.5 billion 
euros ($850 million and $5.0 
billion). 

The duchess, who is 
renowned in Spain for her 
frizzy hair, smiling disposition 
and colourful dress sense, was 
wearing a pink T-shirt embla¬ 
zoned with the words: "Love, 
Hope, Faith." 

Spain's media are buzzing 
with gossip about her adult 
children's objections to the 
twice-widowed duchess's de¬ 
sire to marry Alfonso Diez, 
who works for the social secu¬ 
rity department and has a pub¬ 
lic relations firm. 


"It is one thing for her to 
do her things but another to 
have them aired," Diez, who 
was in Madrid, complained to 
TVE. 

The duchess owns swathes 
of real estate, palaces, great 
houses and treasures including 
paintings by masters from 
Goya to Velazquez, Murillo, 
Zurbaran, Rembrandt and 
Rubens. 

According to a weekend 
report by the daily El Pais, she 
legally bequeathed the fortune 
but maintains control over it 
until her death. 

Among the riches distrib¬ 
uted to her five sons and 
daughter are the Liria Palace 
in Madrid dripping with mas¬ 
terpiece paintings, country es¬ 
tates, mansions and the 
Monterrey Palace and El Te- 
jado castle in Salamanca. 

"I am Catholic and I want 
to marry but I don't know if I 
will because my children are 
creating difficulties. Hopefully 
things will work out, I think 
so," the duchess told radio sta¬ 
tion Cope in February. 

"Alfonso does not want 
anything, he has renounced 
everything, he loves only me."

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Fabregas up for challenge of his 
life at Barcelona 


BARCELONA (AFP) - 
Spain midfield star Cesc Fab¬ 
regas admitted on Monday 
that he had taken on the 
biggest challenge of his ca¬ 
reer after completing his 
marathon move from Arsenal 
to the club he calls 'home' 
European champions 

Barcelona. 

The 24-year-old World 
Cup winner, who cost Barca 
29 million euros up front, 
signed a five-year contract 
and said that a weight had 
been lifted from his shoul¬ 
ders after the prolonged dis¬ 
cussions that have been on 
and off for over a year. 

"Yes, there have been 
some difficult days," said 
Fabregas, who left Barcelona 
eight years ago after a suc¬ 
cessful junior career along¬ 
side the likes of Lionel 
Messi. 

"Today (Monday), I feel a 
great weight has been lifted 
from my shoulders. 

"But at the same time, it 
wasn't too painful. I have 
never really worried about 
my future, as I had already 
decided on it." 

Fabregas, whose only tro¬ 
phy at Arsenal was the 2005 
FA Cup, said that he felt he 
was at the right stage of his 
career to join Barcelona. 

"Two or three years ago I 


wasn't ready," he said. 

"But today I am. I had a 
lot of offer, and I have with¬ 
out doubt chosen the difficult 
one, but also the one which 
gives me most pleasure. 

"I know that I am taking 
on the biggest challenge of 
my life: I am going to be 
competing with the best play¬ 
ers in the world and some 
Barcelona supporters will not 
pardon me maybe for the fact 
I left here as a young man 
and will demand of me dou¬ 
ble the effort. 

"But I am here to give 
everything, I do not want to 
disappoint anybody." 

Barcelona deputy chair¬ 
man Josep Maria Bartomeu 
confirmed the fee was 29 
million euros but that there 
were add ons should certain 
targets be met. 

"In addition, if we win the 
league twice and the Cham¬ 
pions league once in the next 
five seasons Arsenal will re¬ 
ceive a bonus of five million 
euros, two (million) for each 
league win and one for the 
Champions League," he told 
a news conference alongside 
Fabregas. 

"Furthermore, over the 
next five years ... the club 
will pay one million euros to 
Arsenal on behalf of Cesc," 
who is taking a massive 


salary cut to come to Spain, 
he said. 

Fabregas earlier appeared 
before some 35,000 cheering 
supporters at the Camp Nou 
stadium after passing a med¬ 
ical and signing the deal. 

"I would like to thank all 
the fans," he said. "I have 
been waiting many days, 
months, years for this day. 
It's very special day, to come 
home after eight years away. 
I am here to face the most in¬ 
credible challenge of my 
life." 

Nalbandian 
books Murray 
match 

CINCINNATI (AFP) - Ar- 
gentinian veteran David 
Nalbandian defeated Japan's 
Kei Nishikori 6-4, 6-4 on 
Monday to book a second- 
round clash with world No. 
4 Andy Murray at the ATP 
Cincinnati Masters. 

As this hardcourt US 
Open tuneup for both men 
and women gathered steam, 
Argentina's Juan Ignacio 
Chela and American Ryan 
Harrison were battling for 
the dubious distinction of a 
second-round meeting with 
world number one and 
men's top seed Novak 
Djokovic. 

The Serbian extended his 
lead atop the rankings re¬ 
leased on Monday after his 
victory in the Montreal 
Masters on Sunday — a vic¬ 
tory that gave him his ninth 
title of 2011 and made him 
the first man to win five 
elite Masters titles in the 
same season. 

Djokovic and the rest of 
the top eight men's seeds 
have first-round byes, as do 
the top eight women, who 
are led by world No. 1 Car¬ 
oline Wozniacki of Den¬ 
mark. 

In early WTA action, 
Russian Ekaterina 

Makarova set up a second- 
round meeting with second- 
seeded compatriot Vera 
Zvonareva with a 7-5, 6-3 
victory over Spain's Maria 
Jose Martinez Sanchez. 

Israel's Shahar Peer de¬ 
feated Wimbledon semi-fi¬ 
nalist Sabine Lisicki of 
Germany 6-4, 7-6 (7/4) to 
set up a second-round clash 
with third-seeded Victora 
Azarenka of Belarus. 

Australian qualifier 
Anastasia Rodionova, 
ranked 139th in the world, 
crushed 42nd-ranked Polona 
Hercog 6-0, 6-0 to set up a 
meeting with fourth-seeded 
Maria Sharapova.

Federer to sound out 
Hingis on Olympics 




CINCINNATI (AFP) - Roger 
Federer said Monday that he 
would speak to Martina 
Hingis about the possibility 
of a dream mixed doubles 
pairing for Switzerland at the 
2012 London Olympics. 

Federer, speaking at the 
ATP Masters event in Cincin¬ 
nati, said he would talk to the 
now-retired Hingis to see if 
she would be interested. 

However, the 16-time 
Grand Slam champion ad¬ 
mitted he didn't know if it 
was realistic for him to play 
singles, doubles and mixed 
doubles at the London 
Games. 

"Might as well just see if 
she is available," Federer 
said when asked if he would 
consider playing mixed dou¬ 
bles with Hingis in London. 

"Even if she is retired, she 
might think about it at least," 


said Federer, who said he had 
mentioned the possibility to 
Hingis "a long time ago" but 
had not spoken to her about 
it recently. 

Federer won doubles gold 
with Stanislas Wawrinka at 
the 2008 Beijing Olympics, 
but he has never won singles 
gold at the Games. 

Hingis, playing a pro-am 
on the opening day of the 
WTA's San Diego Open ear¬ 
lier this month, said she was¬ 
n't thinking about coming out 
of retirement to play in Lon¬ 
don. 

"My life is pretty comfort¬ 
able now and I'm really en¬ 
joying it," she said. 

The former teen star dom¬ 
inated from 1997-1999 but 
quit the game in 2007 with¬ 
out contesting a positive test 
for cocaine after proclaiming 
her innocence.

BOGOTA (AFP) - Brazil 
won a thrilling 4-2 penalty 
shootout against Spain to ad¬ 
vance to the semi-finals of 
the U20 World Cup on Sun¬ 
day night along with France 
who earlier beat Nigeria 3-2 
after extra-time. 

Brazil, bidding for their 
fifth title and first since 2003, 
will next meet Mexico in 
Wednesday's semi-finals at 
Pereira while France take on 
Portugal in Medellin.

ATLANTA (AFP) - From 
Chari Schwartzel's four- 
birdie finish to win the Mas¬ 
ters, Rory Mcllroy and 
Darren Clarke's emotional 
triumphs and Keegan 
Bradley's PGA shocker, 2011 
was a breakthrough year in 
golf majors. 

Bradley's victory at At¬ 
lanta Athletic Club over fel¬ 
low American Jason Dufner 
in a three-hole aggregate 
playoff for the PGA Champi¬ 
onship on Sunday completed 
the first majors sweep in a 
season since 2003 by first¬ 
time winners. 

"I think majors especially, 
but the fields, everybody out 
here is so good now — from 
the last guy in to the first guy 
can win," Bradley said. 

South African Schwartzel 
was a stunner who emerged 
from a 10-man back nine bat¬ 
tle on Sunday at Augusta Na¬ 
tional, while Mcllroy was seen 
as a major threat well before 
his US Open victory and fel¬ 
low Northern Irishman Clarke 
was a long-admired major vet¬ 
eran before his British Open 
triumph last month. 

Bradley's victory, rallying 
after a triple bogey at the par- 
3 15th when Dufner col¬ 
lapsed down the stretch as 
well, ran the streak of major 
victories by first-time win¬ 
ners to a record seven and 10 
of the past 11 events overall. 

That is a streak Bradley 
says might have a long way 
yet to run now that the days 
of domination by 14-time 
major winner Tiger Woods 
are over. 

"The top players are not 
dominating like they were, 
which I think is great for the 
tour. It gives an opportunity 
for a player like me to win 
this thing." 

Since 2008, no prior major 
winner has won a major out¬ 
side of the Masters, which of¬ 
fers extra benefit to 
experienced players being 


staged annually at 
famed Augusta Na¬ 
tional. 

Former World 
No. 1 Woods, who 
missed the cut at a 
major for only the 
third time in his ca¬ 
reer at the PGA 
Championship, has 
not won a major 
title since the 2008 
US Open, a career- 
longest drought of 
14 majors. 

Woods, who strug¬ 
gled in a two-week 
comeback after a lay¬ 
off following left leg 
injuries suffered at the 
Masters in April, was 33rd in 
Monday's world rankings, four 
spots below Bradley, who was 
108th last week. 

But Bradley is not writing 
off Woods, still chasing the 
career record 18 major titles 
won by Jack Nicklaus, as a 
major threat. 

"I don't think it's over. I 
think Tiger has a lot of great 
tournaments in him," Bradley 
told CNN on Monday. 

"But it is great to have 
some good young Americans 
coming up to play golf." 

Bradley became the 13th 
different player to win in the 
past 13 majors and snapped a 
record drought of six majors 
without a US winner. 

"I've always wanted to 
win majors," Bradley said. 
"It's cool to be thought of as 
one of those guys now." 

Bradley is the grandson of 
an Irish immigrant, son of a 
club professional at a 
Wyoming resort and the 
nephew of LPGA legend Pat 
Bradley. He fell asleep about 
six hours after winning, the 
Wanamaker Trophy safely in 
his room. 

Bradley, 25, served a 
warning to multiple major 
champions like Woods and 
Phil Mickelson that the new 
generation is not just coming 
from the ranks of develop¬ 
mental tours, it's here to stay. 

Bradley served notice in 
another way as well, becom¬ 
ing the first major winner 
using a belly putter. 

"I'm also very proud to be 
the first belly putter to win a 
major," Bradley said. 

"I remember people telling 
me when I first switched, 
'Nobody has ever won a 
major with it.' I remember 
looking at them and going, 
'I'm going to be the first one 
to win a major,' just joking 
pretty much. 

"It's a surreal thing that it's 
true."
